The drawing illustrates a method of 
forming the seam in the wire-cloth used in 
paper-machines, the purpose being to make a 
smoother seam than at present in use, where 
by the line of junction is made similar to the 
surrounding surface, and to produce a seam 
less liable to clog or collect particles of stock 
and produce defects in the paper.

Then a wire, S, similar to the 
wires aa, f /, &c., is laced through the two 
ends, with an over-and-over stitch, passing 
around the wires ¢ and 4, which are back of 
and adjacent to the soldered wires 4 and yg, as 
shown in the drawing.

shown, Without the soldering more stitches 
must be taken, and at a greater distance from 
the edges, and hence the improvements give 
a simpler, stronger, smoother and better seam 
than those now in use. 


Process of Sizing Paper, Xe.

No. 12.—Instead of precipitating the glue 
in the pulp, or previous to its introduction 
into the beating-engine, in the case of paper 
or boards, mix the chemical agents with the 
size in such a manner that the size be- 
comes very thick, without precipitating. 
For this purpose, alkaline chromate 
and an acid salt of alumina—for instance, 


an 


chromate of potash and sulphate of alumina— 
is preferred. Mix a solution of the two salts 
until the mixture becomes turbid—that is, 
until the mixed solution is almost neutral, the 
acid, however, supervening. Of this mixture 
add about one gallon to every four gallons of 
size in solution, stirring well. Then introduce 
the thickened size into a conical-shaped box 
fitted with a steam-pipe, for the purpose of 
keeping the size fluid. The box is placed 
above the drum of the paper-machine, extend- 
ing its whole length with the narrow end 
lownward. The box is open at the bottom, 
the aperture being covered by a roller which 
rests upon the drum and revolves with the 
same, giving off the glue taken from the box 
to the layer of the pulpupon the drum. Flaps 
attached to the box at each side of the 
roller are drawn together or opened by 
means of and thus by opening 
or pressing on the roller, regulate or 
stop the flow of size from the box. The 
glue in material made in this manner 
being homogeneous, such material does 
not require treatment with heat. Of course 
this process may be varied or blended 
according to circumstances. Taking, for in- 
stance, process No. 2, substitute, but not with 
such good results, sulphate of zinc alone or 
with other astringent acid salts in the place of 
the sulphate of ammonia. Instead of adding 
the chemical agents separately to the size, in 
some instances add all the chemicals together 
and precipitate with the mixed solution. Thus 
in the case of chromate of potash and sul- 
phate of alumina, a solution of each salt can 
be mixed together until the mixture becomes 
turbid, and this mixed solution is then added 
to the size in the beating engine until all of 
the size is precipitated, which may be ascer- 
tained in all cases by filtering some of the 
liquid from the pulp into a glass and test- 
ing it with some of the precipitating solution 
employed, If the liquid remains clear upon

Instead of employ- 
ing chromate of potash, very fair results are 
obtained by employing an acid salt of zinc and 


alumina in combination, and adding to a 


solution composed of equal parts of these salts | 


a caustic alkali until the mixture is very turbid 
but still of an acid reaction. For this purpose 
the sulphate of zinc and of alumina and the 
soda hydrate are employed. Although the 
precipitated glue is an insoluble or very difficult- 
ly soluble condition in the pulp, it retains in 
most cases its strong adhesive property, and 
this is utilized for the purpose of rendering the 
material manufactured perfectly homogeneous 
and very strong. 

For the purpose of merely sizing paper in 
the ordinary sense, the usual treatment which 
paper receives in the course of manufacture is 
sufficient ; but for special purposes the pro- 
cedure is as follows: In order to render the 
particles of glue contained in the 
fibrous material adhesive, heat the 
sheet or board directly or soon after 
it leaves the machine—that is, while 
fresh and wet—to about 180° to 220° 
Fahr., in any convenient manner. 
For this purpose, it may be exposed 
on heated surfaces or placed in heated 
chambers fitted with suitable shelves. 
When the material is thoroughly heated 
throughout, subject it to pressure be- 
tween felts or other porous fabrics for 


allowing the particles of glue to unite 
with each ,other. The pressure is 
brought to bear very gradually upon 
the material, so as to allow the water 
to pass out without disturbing the felt- 
ing of the fibres. The material is 
allowed to remain in the press until no 
more water escapes, and it is then hung 
up and dried in suitable rooms, which 
may be slightly warmed for the pur- 
pose of causing a dry atmosphere. The 
processes described under Nos. 1, 2, 
3. 4,5, 6, 7, 9, and the corresponding 
processes under Nos. 6 and II are 
adaptable to this method of render- 
ing the material homogeneous. The 
omission of the ammonia chloride 
as mentioned does not hinder the material 
from becoming adhesive. Glue treated by 
the processes Nos. 8 and 10 does not become 
adhesive by heat, but in drying the particles 
of glue set to a solid mass. Therefore ma- 
terial made by processes Nos. 8 and 1o need 
not to be subjected to heat, but it is well to 
subject it to a moderate pressure; also in 
cases where the precipitation is effected with 
a salt of an alkaline earth, instead of with a 
salt of an alkaline metal. For instance, if 
hydrate of lime is substituted for sulphate of 
ammonia in process No. 1, the material pro- 
duced is not affected, and such material need 
not be subjected to heat, but merely to 
pressure. The processes under Nos. 1, 7, 
8, 9g and 10, and the corresponding processes 
under Nos. 6 and 11 produce a colorless or 
almost colorless sizing, and these are there- 
fore adapted where a white material is to be 
produced and for sizing white papers in gen- 
eral. Of these, the processes No. 1 and the 
corresponding processes under Nos. 6 and 11 
produce the strongest sizing, and are adapt- 
able for purposes accordingly, such as parch- 
ment- paper. In cases where the salts of 
chrome, copper or iron are employed the size 
is distinctly colored. 

For the purpose of making a substitute for 
leather the processes Nos, 2 and 5 and the 
corresponding processes under Nos. 6 and 11 
are said to give the best results. These pro- 
cesses are also adapted for making substitutes 
for horn. 

Material manufactured to take the place of 
horn is subjected to an extra pressure after it 
is dry. For this purpose the material is heat- 
ed*when perfectly dry, to about 200° to 240° 
Fahr., and is then placed between metal 
plates and into a hydraulic press and sub- 
jected to pressure of one hundred and sixty 
tons or more, and kept under full pressure 
for three hours or upward. Such material, 
when finished, can be bent to any shape 
when heated, like natural horn. With all of

A Paper-Making Primer. 





Q. Will you now describe the process 
of making chemical fibre from wood, begin- 
ning with the selection and cleaning of the 
wood, and ending with its manufacture into 
paper? 

A. Only two kinds of wood are successfully 
employed, viz., the white woods and the pines.

is generally received at the mill as cord wood ; 
that is, it is cut in lengths of four feet, and 
roughly split into pieces convenient for hand- 
ling ; the bark is all cleaned off and the worst 
of the knots and imperfect portions of the 
wood are cut out. It is now ready to be cut 
into chips. This is done by a machine con- 
sisting of a heavy cast-iron disk, seven feet in 
diameter, mounted on a shaft and frame with 
a driving pulley. Three knives ‘are fastened 
to the face of the disk, in a slightly inclined 
position, so that the edge of the knife projects 
about three-quarters of an inch from the face. 
A cast-iron shute is then set in a slanting po- 
sition, facing the disk in a line with the knives’; 
a plate fastened to the lower end of the shute 
which is set so that the knives will pass as 
close as possible to it without touching. The 
wood is thrown into the shute and sliding 
down to and against the face of the disk is 
immediately cut into chips of from one-half 
to three-fourths of an inch in length, which 
drop into a pit from whichthey are removed by 
an elevator or other suitable means. 

Q. Does the slanting position of the shute 
enable the wood to feed itself to the knives ? 

A. Yes, if the bed-plate is in good condi- 
tion, and the knives are sharp and properly 
ground.

wood away from it, making the chip shorter 
as the knife goes through the wood, and caus- 
ing the jumping motion which gives so much 
trouble that, 1n some cases, physical or me- 
chanical force is employed to hold the wood to 
the disk. On the other hand, if the knife is 
ground a little concave on the face, it tends to 
draw the wood toward it, making the chip 
longer at the end of the cut than it is at the 
beginning, in which case the friction of cut- 
ting is increased. The true course is to keep 
the knives perfectly straight, and always 
sharp, and if this is done the wood will feed in 
regularly and smoothly, and will be cut into 
chips as fast as a man can throw it in. 

Q. How are the chips elevated to the di- 
gester? 

A. Generally by means of an ordinary 
bucket elevator. In some cases a fan blower 
is employed ; in others a plain apron, such as 

is used for rags, answers the purpose 
very well. It has been proposed to 
place the chipper on a level with the 
digester, and elevate the wood to it. 
This would be easier than to elevate 
the chips, but in that case it would be 
necessary to build a foundation for the 
chipper from the ground up; but if 
the annoyance, lost time and expense 
of elevating the chips could be avoided 
by this means it is worthy of consider- 
ation, 


A. Taking everything into consider- 
ation the rotary is to be preferred. It 
is made 7 feet in diameter, 22 feet long 
of %-inch iron, with whole wrought- 
iron heads. Heavy cast-iron gudgeons 
with hollow journals are riveted on 
each head. The digester is provided 
with a steam coil of 2%-inch pipe 
aggregating about 700 feet in length ; 
the steam is admitted, and the water 
of condensation is discharged, through 
the hollow journal at the same end. 
There is a short coil of 2%-inch pipe 
perforated with holes 1-16 of an inch 
in diameter and located inside of the 
digester between the manholes, and 
connected through the shell with a _ blow- 
off valve on the outside. There is located 
on the opposite side, also inside of the 
digester, a perforated pipe which extends 
the whole length and is connected through 
the other hollow journal with a_force- 
The chips are filled 
into the digester through the manholes, and 
after the digester is packed full, 2,800 gallons 
of soda solution at 9° are run in ; the manheads 
are then put in, the steam is turned on and the 
digester is started. As long as a solid stream 
of the water of condensation flows from the 
discharge pipe it is allowed to run, but when 
the steam comes, it must be connected with a 
steam trap of sufficient capacity to discharge 
all of the water as rapidly asit is formed. The 
steam pressure is allowed to rise to 115 pounds 
by the gauge, and maintained at that point for 
five hours, at the end of which time the steam 
is shut off and the digester stopped with the 
manheads at the lowest point. A _ blow-off 
pipe, which extends from under the digester 
to the spent liquor tanks in the evaporator 
room is now connected by a flange joint to the 
blow-off valve, which is located between the 
manheads, and which connects with the per- 
forated coil inside. The blow-off valve is 
opened a little at a time, to prevent the 
liquor from being blown out with too great 


violence. The valve may be opened a little 
more and more as the pressure decreases, At 
this point one of two courses may be 
pursued: First, all of the liquor may 


be blown out, thus securing the largest possi- 
ble quantity of spent liquor of full strength 
for evaporating, and this will be found to be 
about two-thirds of the original quantity that 
was put into the digester.

tions. It is then stopped, with the manheads 
at the top. The manheads are taken out, 
and the contents of the digester are emptied 
into a tank located underneath. This tank is 
provided with a perforated false bottom of 
sheet iron, the holes being 1-10 of an inch in 
diameter. The liquid is allowed to drain off 
into a cistern, and is saved to be used as di- 
rected for the first wash. The second course 
that may be pursued is to blow about 
half of the liquor out of the digester, 
then start the force pump, and pump in 
the hot weak liquor while the blowing off 
goeson. As soon as a sufficient quantity is 
obtained for evaporation, the blow-off valve is 
closed, but the pumping is continued until 
there is sufficient water in the digester to give 
the fibre a first wash. It is then stopped, and 
the digester is rotated a little and emptied. 
There is time saved by pursuing the second 
course, but there is a loss in soda, and the 
pulp is not so thoroughly washed as in the 
first instance.

One pound of pure carbon, thoroughly 
burned to carbonic acid, will generate 14,500 
heat units, and if this number of heat units 
could be entirely absorbed by the water in the 
boiler, with no loss by radiation and no escape 
of heat up the chimney, they would evaporate 
15 pounds of water at 212° Fahr. into steam at 
the pressure of the atmosphere, or about 12.55 
pounds from a feed-water temperature of 60° 
to steam at 100 pounds gauge pressure. As it 
is a very fair coal which is equal in heating 
power to gO per cent. of its weight of 
pure carbon (the ro per cent. loss being 
ashes and moisture), such a coal would 
evaporate 13% pounds of water from 
212 degrees into steam at 212 degrees, 
or 11.3 pounds of water from 60 degrees into 
steam at roo pounds pressure. This is the 
beat result theoretically possible, assuming no 
radiation and no escape of heat into the 
chimney. As it is rarely that this loss from 
radiation and from heated gases in the chim- 
ney is less than 25 per cent. of the total heat 
generated, the actual practicable evaporation 
from one pound of such a coal is about ten 
pounds of water from and at 212 degrees, or 
8.47 pounds from 60 degrees to 100 pounds 
steam pressure.

\side from the shutting down of the 
mills this week, very little has transpired 
in the local trade which is worthy of note. 
The mills are reasonably well supplied with 
riers, considering the dull period, and some 
ls which are running on specialties are very 
busy. Paper of all kinds is moving off quietly 
at ruling prices. The reduction of the output 
will probably have a tendency to tone up the 
market, and it would not be surprising to see 
a stiffening of prices. Straw boards, wrap- 
gs and manillas are rither weak. Foreign 
rags continue firm, with very little demand, 
while small lots of domestic stock are offered 
and accepted. There is very little disposition 
on the part of dealers to offer any decided in- 
ducements. 

The Syms & Dudley Paper Company re- 
cently put up a brick building 302 feet long 
and 60 feet wide which was generally sup- 
posed to be a large stock house, but it has 
since transpired that it is nothing of the kind. 
The building will probably be devoted to the 
manufacture of glazed paper. A portion of 
the building is three stories high with base- 
ment, and the remainder two stories. It will 
be equipped with machinery of an improved 
pattern, and the paper will be furnished from 
the neighboring mill. It is understood that 
the Nonotuck Paper Company will have an 
interest in the new concern, and that Frank 
W. Hunt, formerly with the Holyoke Card 
and Paper Company, will have charge of the 
business. The new manufactory will be 
ready to start about March 1. 

C. H. Heywoud, treasurer of the Holyoke 
Paper Company, has recently occupied his 
new residence on Northampton street, which 
isa comfortable, well-built house of colonial 
style of architecture. This residence com- 
mands a superb view of the surrounding 
country, and is far enough removed from. the 
city to avoid the noise and dust. 


Alderman John E. Clark, of the Dickinson 
& Clark Paper Company, has had occasion to 
invoke the strong arm of the law in settling a 
claim against a Buffalo firm, and has won his 
case. He furnished the firm with a quantity 
of paper to be used in the make up of a pub- 
lication, and without inspecting the goods 
properly the books were printed. The Western 
publishers refused to accept the books and the 
Buffalo house declined to pay the paper com- 
pany, but the courts decided otherwise.

The era of fickle weather that has set 
inupon us has had the effect of slightly de- 
pressing business during the past week and 
no changes of importance have been noted in 
any branch of trade. This season will doubt- 
less be remembered in the future as one 
which entered into existence with more 
prophecies and predictions as to its out- 
come than any of its predecessors. Con-

fidence had been expressed on all sides. 
Everyone predicted a return of prosper- 
ous times, and buoyed up by the hope 
of a speedy fulfilment of these prophecies, 
business men entered into this season with re- 
newed hope and vigor which gave great prom- 
ise ofa year of active and energetic business. 
The first month of the year is about Over, and 
because returning prosperity has not evidenced 
itself by a sudden business boom, there are 
some few merchants—and it is well that there 
are only a few—who show an indication of 
sinking back into slothful ways and by lack of 
enterprise and well-directed energy let the 
fruits of this season’s business slip by. 

While no marked improvement has been 
noted yet in comparison with the preceding 
month, the fact that the business for this 
month greatly exceeds that done during the 
corresponding period of last year should speak 
for itself and revive the drooping spirits of 
those who are only too easily discouraged. 
Leading business men speak very encourag- 
ingly of the outlook. Very few, if any, expect 
any radical increase in business for the next 
few weeks, but they believe that the results of 
the entire season will be far more gratifying 
than they have been for the past two years. 

The paper trade shows no change. F. P. 
Elliott & Co. report a very good trade. ‘‘ The 
demand is very good,” said a member of the 
firm, ‘‘ and while business is not exactly what 
would be called rushing, there is enough of it 
to keep our time pretty well employed. On 
the whole we are satisfied with the way busi- 
ness is coming in at present, and with the 
gradual improvement in prices and trade that 
is looked for, we shall have reason to be more 
than contented. 

Dwight Brothers & Co. have no change to 
report. The papers which they handle are 
meeting with a good steady sale, the re- 
liability and widely extended reputation of 
this house serving not only to retain its old 
customers, but to add many new ones to its 


list. 
Follansbee, Tyler & Co. report good busi- 


ness for the past few weeks and take a very 
bright view of the future. 

These reports of good trade are met with on 
nearly all sides at present, a great contrast to 
the condition of affairs but a short while ago, 
when merchants seemed plunged into the low- 
est depths of despair. It is not all mere talk 
as some may suppose, but strong facts back 
these assertions, as can be seen by visiting 
any of the houses mentioned. While the re- 
ply received from almost everyone questioned, 
** that trade is good and prospects bright,” be- 
comes monotonous to both questioner and 
reader, yet the encouragement held forth in 
these statements-is more than sufficient to 
make up for the lack of variety contained 
therein. 

A good steady trade is being transacted by 
Morris Unger, wholesale dealer in woolen and 
cotton rags. 

It was feared during the week that a dis- 
ruption would take place in one of our leading 
paper establishments, but, happily, it is ru- 
mored that the breach is healed over and we 
will not be in danger of losing an institution 
that is a credit to our city. 

Regarding the arrest of Wm. Gilbert by De- 
tective Matt Pinkerton, who should not be 
confounded with the Pinkerton National De- 
tective Agency, of which Allan Pinkerton was 
the founder, inquiry developed further facts, 
which are as follows : 

Lazarus Cramer sold to William Gilbert & 
Co. a quantity of cotton waste, which Mr. 
Gilbert afterward learned was obtained from 
the Brighton Cotton Manufacturing Company 
by Rosa Cramer under false pretenses. Upon 
being informed of this fact, Mr. Gilbert agreed 
to assist Pinkerton to discover the where- 
abouts of Rosa Cramer, which agreement was 
fully carried out. Notwithstanding this Matt 
Pinkerton came to the office of William Gil- 
bert & Co., accompanied by a constable, and 
informed Mr. Gilbert that if he did not return 
the goods purchased of Lazarus Cramer he 
would be placed under arrest. This Mr. Gil- 
bert refused to do, at the same time informing 
the constable that he could attach the stock in 
his warerooms. The constable refused to 
believe that the stock belonged to Mr. Gilbert, 
and arrested him. Mr. Gilbert remained in 
custody only a couple of hours, as he was re- 
leased on a writ of habeas corpus, and the 
judgment obtained by Pinkerton on the goods 
purchased of Cramer was removed. 

Mr. Gilbert has been deeply wronged in the 
action taken by Pinkerton and the Brighton 
Cotton Manufacturing Company, and has 
entered suit against them for the sum of 
$25,000.

The past week has developed but little 
change in the paper-stock market. Rags are 
quite firm at quotations, and dealers show no 
disposition to shade figures. The state of trade 
is variously reported by different dealers, and 
these reports are ‘‘ dull,” ‘‘ very dull,” ‘* quite 
fair,” and they seem to express the business 
status of individual dealers, rather than that 
of the trade at large. 

Some few dealers who are forced to realize 
upon stock in hand are reported as being una- 
ble to profit by the steady firmness of the 
market, and to sell stock shade the market 
quotations. Others, however, who understand 
the situation, and whose financial condition 
enables them to hold their supplies, are not 
forcing the market. They are very firm in 
their opinions concerning the immediate future 
of the rag supply, and can afford to wait for 
the promised developments. 

Buyers, however, are accommodated at 
holders’ figures, and from some quarters good 
quantities of rags are moving. But this move- 
ment is not general; if it was, the market 
would quickly show an advance in quotations. 

The question of spot rags is narrowing itself 
down to uncertain limits. No arrangements 
have yet been made at this port for disinfect- 
ing imported rags, nor are foreign packers 
prepared for using such processes. 

A private letter, addressed to a Boston rag 
importer by a German exporter, was shown 
me yesterday. The correspondent sets forth 
the conditions of the trade in that quarter, 
and clearly presents the impossibility of com- 
plying with the regulations concerning the 
disinfection of rags. 

The English market is reported very firm, 
and the general comment of English packers 
shows that they are unprepared,to take intelli- 
gent action, because of the want of reliable 
information relative to the best process, and 
because noinspectors have yet been appointed 
for English ports. 

Reports from that market also state that 
there will be no accumulation of rags for some 
time to come, as the English Government has 
extended its quarantine restrictions against 
rags from outside districts until March 1 next. 
English mills are therefore taking rags about 
as faSt as they are offered, and in consequence 
a scarcity of rags is greatly feared. 

The domestic market is very firm, and 
stocks in hand are small, Since the 1st of 
November the collections of rags have fallen 
off over 50 per cent. 

From the Boston Journal of a recent date I 
clip the following relative to the rag question. 
The writer is evidently posted on the subject, 
and knows what he is talking about : 





To the Editor of the Boston Journal : 

I have read the remarks of your Washington corre- 
spondent on the above subject in this morning's /eur- 
nal, and as one having some knowledge of the trade, 
beg to correct it in part. 

First—It is stated that the new regulations are giving 
satisfaction. This is untrue. In conversation with 
nearly every importer at various times I have heard 
none express sentiments other than condemnatory of 
the whole thing. 

Second—That (according to the Treasury statement) 
prices of paper and rags will be reduced as a result of 
this regulation. 

If you can add ten to fifty with forty as a result this 
would be true, and if you can add five or ten dollars ex- 
pense to a ton of rags and thereby, reduce the price of 
this article or the paper made therefrom, I am sure every 
one in the country wauld hail the Treasury order with 
delight. But, strange as it may seem, this cannot be 
done, save in the vivid imagination of a Treasury offi- 
cial. By the terms of the order next preceding the one 
in question, rags could be brought in from healthy 
countries only, and it was impossible to import them 
from an infected country, via a healthy port, for the 
simple reason that all surrounding countries, being 
much more frightened from their proximity than we, 
had most rigid rules against their transshipment, and so 
thoroughly were these rules enforced that travelers 
were obliged to leave even their personal luggage, not 
being able to pass it through quarantine. Under this 
order I think any physician, who had a full knowledge 
of the subject, as do importers, would pronounce im- 
portation safe. 

How is itnow? We can go to the worst infected 
countries of Europe and collect old rags from the very 
quarters where cholera has so fearfully raged during 
the past summer and autumn, bale these rags, and 
without any process of disinfection whatever import 
them, landing them at Hoosac Tunnel dock or by 
lighters at Gallup's Island, where they may be broken 
open and handled by any number of laborers in the 
process of disinfection. This is not an exaggerated hy- 
pothetical case, but one likely to occur under present 
regulations. Under which of these two regulations

ANNOUNCEMENT of the death of Wil- 
liam B. Oglesby is made in another 
column. As a prominent member of the 
paper trade, as an estimable citizen, an 
honorable business manager and an 
honest man, Mr. Oglesby had secured 
the esteem and affection of all who asso- 
ciated with him. He was a man of prac- 
tical Christianity, displayed better by 
works than by profession, and it is with 
deep regret and reflecting the sentiment 
of all who have known him that we give 
our tribute to his memory and his worth. 





Ir is alleged that some of the import- 
ers of paper stock have been evading the 
order requiring all old rags not afloat be- 
fore January 1 to be disinfected, by se- 
curing bills of lading dated in December, 
although the vessels on which the rags 
were shipped did not sail until after Jan- 
uary 1. Washington despatches state 
that the attention of the Treasury De- 
partment having been called to this fea- 
ture, notification has been sent to the 
Collectors at New York and Boston. It 
is possible that something like that 
charged has been done, but it is doubt- 
ful if it could be carried on to any ex- 
tent. Then, again, there is no pressing 
need for the rigid enforcement of the 
order, and a good deal of stock could be 
safely brought in at present. 





A SUDDEN revival of the demand for 
rags, particularly the better grades of 
linens and cottons, has arisen in Ger- 
many. This is more pointed because the 
demand is not for export but for the use 
of local paper mills and considerable sur- 
prise has been excited by the fact that the 
German paper makers are resorting to 
rags notwithstanding that there has been 
a large increase in the number of estab- 
lishments producing wood fibre and in 
the production of wood pulp generally. 
It is asserted that there is a reaction in 
Germany in favor of better paper-making 
material, and that while the receipts of 
rags have been quite liberal, the consump- 
tion has been sufficient to prevent ac- 
cumulations of stock. Another feature 
of this movement is that lowand medium 
grades of rags are weak and comparative- 
ly neglected. 





WASHINGTON despatches state that 
a sub-committee of the Appropria- 
tion Committee of the House has com- 
pleted a bill for consideration by the 
full committee. This is the appropria- 
tion bill for postal service for 1886, and 
several important changes in existing 
rates of postage are suggested. It is 
proposed to make letter postage two 
cents per ounce instead of half an ounce, 
and upon newspapers mailed by publish- 
ers to subscribers one cent per pound, 
instead At free delivery 
offices, a special stamp valued 
cents is authorized, which will insure the 
immediate delivery of letters bearing this 
stamp received between 6A. M. and 12 P.M. 
The pay of the messengers employed for 
the delivery of these letters is to be 
limited to 80 percent. of the receipts from 
the sales of these stamps, and not to ex- 
ceed $30 per month. These changes are

The plan for special delivery of let- 
ters is also commendable, and will be 
found to be very useful in its application. 





WHILE it is very questionable whether 
the infection of cholera is likely to be 
brought to this country in paper-makers’ 
rags, the trade, of course, will readily sub- 
mit to regulatioas requiring disinfection. 
They will do this as much because no one 
of them is willing to assume the possible 
risk of spreading disease, as because they 
are always ready to conform to legal 
authority. The trade, therefore, are not 
disposed to debate too sharply the right 
of the Treasury Department to enforce 
its order requiring disinfection ; but they 
have the right—and reasonably the right 
—to insist that they shall be accom- 
modated in their efforts to comply with 
the mandate. The delay in appointing 
proper inspectors abroad and in providing 
the means for securing the certificates 
upon which the rags can be unloaded from 
vessels, is causing serious annoyance 
and helps to keep up the feeling of un- 
certainty with which importers and 
manufacturers alike must regard the rag 
market. We have not had’ reason to 
change our opinion that the most satis- 
factory method of disinfecting rags would 
be to have the disinfection effected be- 
fore shipment, so that the stock coming 
here in shape for immediate delivery, the 
importers and paper makers would not 
be inconvenienced in any way, and the 
market could preserve its steadiness. 
For the information of our readers we 
append a custom-house order, lately is- 
sued by the Collector of Customs at the 
port of New York. This order reads as 


follows : 

On the entry of old rags shipped on and after the first 
inst., and which have not been disinfected prior to im- 
portation, the permit to land will have written on the 
face thereof directions to the inspector to send the rags 
to the Baltic Stores in Brooklyn by bonded lighters for 
disinfection. Where the rags have been disinfected 
abroad that fact will be stated on the permit to land, 
and where entry has not been made, an order will be 
issued by the Fourth Division in due course to send the 
rags to such store by the same means and for the same 


purpose. 


The storekeeper in charge of the designated store will 


make accurate daily returns of the rags received and 
delivered, distinguishing in his returns of rags received 
those landed under regular permit by the word ** per- 
mitted,”’ and those landed under special orders as un- 
claimed, by the word “ unclaimed,”’ on receipt of certifi- 
cate from the inspector of rags, Mr. Charles F. Kane, 
and the local health officer, that the rags have been sat- 
isfactorily disinfected, an order for their delivery will, 
when proper entry of the rags has been made, be issued 
by the Third Division.

WILLIAM B. OGLEsByY. 


William B. Oglesby, of Middletown, 
Ohio, died at his residence in that city, on 
January 21, after an illness of two months, 
leaving a wide circle of friends to sorrow for 
his death. 

Mr. Oglesby was well known, both in the 
West where he resided and in the East where 
he had a large acquaintance who appreciated 
his sterling worth and honorable character. 

He was born in Chester County, Pa., on 
July 30, 1815, and was the son of Joseph and 
Mary A. Oglesby. When he was two years 
old his parents removed to Wayne County, 


| Ind., and two years afterward changed their

residence to Preble County, Ohio, where in a 
backwoods log schoolhouse, Mr. Oglesby re- 
mained until he was thirteen years old. This 
was the only education he secured. His father 


| procured a situation for him in the store of 


Capt. Hiram Potter, of Jacksonburg, where 
he remained two years and then left it to go 
to Middletown to work in the store of Jona- 
than Martin. About three years later Mr. 
Martin died and was succeeded in the business 
by Tytus & Wren, Mr. Tytus subsequently 
buying the entire business. Two years later 
Mr. Oglesby was admitted to a share in the 
business as a partner, and retained it until the 
summer of 1840, when the firm sold out. In 
the fall of that year he and his brother Jacob 
purchased a stock of goods in Philadelphia,

p, survive, the other dying in infancy. This 
tie was severed on January 21, 1850, by the 
death of his wife. 

In the spring of 1844 Mr. Oglesby went to 


Middletown and entered into partnership with 
his brother-in-law, George C. Barnitz, in the 
dry-goods business, with whom and in which 
he! is been connected ever since. 

From 1844 to 1855 Messrs. Oglesby and 
Barnitz engaged in pork-packing, buying 
produce, &c. In 1855 they purchased a half 
interect in the paper mill of John Erwin & 
Brothers, which is now known as the Ogles- 
by, Moore & Co. Mill, and in which Mr. 
Og esby held the leading interest at the time 
of his death. In 1854 he married Catharine 
Gingrick. By this union he had four children 


—Edward G., John H., Ida R. and Effie L., 
allor whom, except Effie,L., survive him. 

In 1857 Mr. Oglesby and his partner retired 
from the dry-goods business, subsequently 
establishing the bank of Oglesby & Barnitz, 
which still continues. Besides the business 
interests already enumerated, Mr. Oglesby 
had many other extensive business connec- 
tions, being interested in the Harding Paper 
Company, whose mills are located at Excello 
and Franklin, and of which company he was 
treasurer for a numberof years. He was also 
interested in the Tytus Paper Company, hav- 
ing been its treasurer from its organization. 
He was one of the projectors of the Middle- 
town hydraulic, a work which has probably 
contributed more to the success of Middle- 
town aS a Manufacturing point than any other 
interest there. 

He was in thorough sympathy with his 
friends and neighbors, who showed their ap- 
preciation of him by electing him treasurer of 
Butler County by so0omajority, in the face of a 
customary opposition majority of nearly 3,000. 





ALBERT M. HASTINGs. 


Albert M. Hastings, president of the Roch- 
ester Paper Company, Rochester, N. Y., died 
at his home at an early hour yesterday morn- 
ing of pneumonia, after an illness of about 
ten days. 

Mr. Hastings was about fifty-three years 
old. He was a graduate of Hamilton College, 
at Clinton, N. Y., and fitted himself to prac- 
tise law in early life, and followed that pro- 
fession for about five years, when, his health 
failing him, he gave it up to engage in the 
paper manufacture. At first he went as su- 
perintendent of the mill of which he was at 
the head and the largest stockholder at the 
time of his death, and at the same time 
he was also a member of the firm of 
McVane & Hastings, paper dealers, at 
Rochester. The latter business he forsook 
after a time and devoted his attention entirely 
to manufacturing. The business of the mill 
grew to quite large proportions during his con- 
nection with it, all owing to his good manage- 
ment. He was a man of great energy and 
was highly respected for his many.excellent 
traits of character. He leaves a widow and 
three children, two sons and a daughter. His 
son Henry is a chronic invalid, while his son 
Charles S. was associated with him in busi- 
ness. A nephew, Orlando B. Hastings, is a 
member of the firm of Hastings & Todd in 
this city. No definite arrangements have yet 
been made for the funeral.

depressed, and in view of the promised in- 
crease in production dealers do not expect any 
improvement in that direction. 

Notwithstanding present low prices and the 
unfavorable condition of the market, mills are 
not shutting down, while the several board 
mills burned during the past year are reported 
being rebuilt, so that even a larger daily pro- 
duct will soon be placed on the market. 


A large mill in Ohio, it is reported, will soon 


enter the field, adding still further to the sup- 
ply. ‘‘ Though we do not fear them,” said a 
prominent dealer and manufacturer, ‘'they 
are to be dreaded because of the continued de- 
pression to business which will surely result.” 

True, improvements in the several lines of 
industry will bring about a much larger con- 
sumption of box boards, but it is contended that 
the production for this year will be far above 
the needs of the trade. 

J. N. Brown, representing Buchanan, Bolt 
& Co., proprietors of the Holyoke Wire 
Works, favored this office with a call yester- 
day. Mr. Brown's visit to Boston was in the 
interest of trade, and it is pleasant to note 
that his relations with our city paper makers 
are very profitable. Buchanan, Bolt & Co. 
have just issued a new price-list, which would 
be of interest to paper makers who have occa- 
sion to need Fourdrinier wires, dandy-rolls or 
water-marks. 

F. M. Spaulding has just returned from an 
extended Western tour and reports that busi- 
ness in that section is looking up. Mr. Spauld- 
ing was very successful during his trip and 
booked orders for a very large quantity of 
paper. Those looking for trade and know 
how to work it generally come out on top of 
the heap.

Philadelphia Notes.

Favorable or unfavorable opinions and 
expressions as to existing conditions and trade 
prospects are often given by paper makers as 
they happen to feel at the time. Every one 
understands the general situation. There is 
not enough business to keep paper makers 
busy. Competition is extremely sharp, and 
profits are very narrow and slim. No ome ex- 
pects to make money fast as long as trade is 
in its present condition, and no one has very 
clear conceptions as to when a general im- 
provement will set in, or what combination of 
influences will start the improvement. These 
are times when everybody is satisfied if they 
can hold theirown. The Pennsylvania paper 
makers are doing this. They feel and say, 
that any general slight improvement in de- 
mand would nos likely better things, as there 
are so many who are running less than full 
time, and who could make ten to twenty-five 
per cent. more paper at but little increased 
cost beyond the raw material. 

The printing-offices show the condition of 
the paper trade with approximate exactness. 
They are as a rule about half busy. A great 
many have not bought any paper this year ex- 
cept arm-load lots to patch out work. 

News grade is about the only paper that has 
increased in sale. The newspapers are hold- 
ing their circulation. Some are increasing. 
Prices vary a little in favor of consumers. 
Part of the demand for news is, no doubt, due 
to the fact that the best news grades are more 
largely used for book and similar work to the 
exclusion of that much regular book paper. 
Super-calendered and machine-finished paper 
is weakening under the declining demand and 
the competition from the lower quality. 

The truth of the matter is that the paper 
makers who are obliged to buy stock at the 
present time and run by steam have very little 
show. Mills run by water, when the supply 
can be depended on and which have an ad- 
vantage in cost of labor, can make two ends 
meet. 

It has been given out that a reduction in the 
price of several of the finer grades of paper 
will be made on February 1. The statement 
is made in good quartersthat even the present 
supply, reduced as it is, cannot find consump- 
tive channels, and that a further restriction 
must be made. Even the large Eastern paper 
corporations are not paying dividends. The 
talked-of reduction makes it look as though 
the spring trade would not be up to expecta- 
tions. Several mills are now on half time. 
The proprietors of two or three of them ex- 
pressed the probability, a month ago, that by 
this time they would be on full time. 

The present doleful appearances may possi- 
bly improve soon, There are evidences of 
improvement in some branches of the iron 
trade ; dry-goods jobbers are selling liberally, 
though at extreme concessions ; the boot and 
shoe trade is active. A good deal of confi- 
dence is expressed in spring activity in out- 
side trade circles. 

We are to have a new paper-house soon, to 
be composed of Frank Southworth, heretofore 
a bookkeeper with Forestal & Co.; M. Bulk-

seeking to overturn two judgments given by 
the Stuarts for $6,800 to their brother Fred- 
erick, who acted as bookkeeper for the firm. 
The allegation is that these judgments were 
given without legal consideration, The same
